1 . Claims 1 1 -1 2, 1 5-1 7, 20-21 , 27-28 and 43-48 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was a packaging 
portion including first and second removable sheets, both extending beyond the 
peripheral edge of the bandage portion, the first and second removable sheets being 
peripherally joined so that the bandage is contained in a flattened, unfolded state 
between the removable sheets until use, the first removable sheet having an inner 
surface facing the user-contacting front surface of the bandage portion, and the second 
removable sheet having an inner surface facing the back surface of the bandage 
portion, in combination with the other elements (or steps) of the apparatus and method 
recited in the claims.
